In 1901 or 1905 a well was drill 
at Olds to a depth of about 735 ft. 
Mr. W. R. Coates was a member of 
the drilling-crew, the object being 
to discover water. At the above 
point a showingof crude oil was 
encountered and the well wasaban- 
doned. Asa result of this discov- 
ery, Mc. Coates acted in the capac. 
ity of geologist, and two years ago 
staked adrilling site at a locatien 
immediately across the highway 
opposite the Olds cemetery, He 
and a partner commenced drilling 
Operations, bearing their own 
expenses, and drilling continued 
until a depth of 300 feet was reach- 
ed, where they encountered a 
sligkt showing of gas. At this 
depth drilling was suspended and 
there hag been no further acttivities 
up to the present time at the well, 
withthe result that it has given the 
general public a presentment that 
all work and money expended had 
been in vain. Not ¢0, however, 
Mr. Coates has been busy in anoth- 
er sphere of labor. Being convine- 
ed that the site he has chosen man- 
ifests all the possibilities of crude 
oil production, he and «ther local 
residents have formed a company,

Use Of This Title Wrong, Says Sir

| The result has been that he is 
building up a record of the time it 
has taken ships to go into Churchill 
and out again to home ports and is 
in a strong position to prove that the 
delays in navigating the Straits and 
the Bay, due to fog, ice or other 
perils, are negl gible. 

In regard to the general progress 
of the work, Mr. Dunning said that 
the railway will be in operation next 
summer and the port will be open 
for commerce in the fall of 1931. The 
past season has been very successful 
in every respect. The work at 
| Churchill is well up to schedule. In 
fact, the work allotted for this year 
was completed on October 21, and the 
engineers took advantage of an ex- 
tremely high tide on that night to 
beach the dredges and scows and tugs 
far back on the beach where there 
will be a@ minimum of risk from 
storms during the fall and spring. 


During the summer 500,000 cubic 
yards of material had been removed 
from the harbor and it was only 
}mecessary for the dredges to stop 
work on one day on account of 
‘weather conditions. 

While a little shore 
noticed at Churchill in 
ings during the last few 
Dunning stated that it would not 
| impede navigation. With regard to 
| tke Straits, Mr. Dunning said that 
his reports today (Oct. 28), were to 
the effect that no ice is yet visible at 
any one of the three direction finding

FATTENING TURKEYS 


Christmas dinner tables will not lack 
for turkeys, judging by reports from 
different parts of the province. Tur- 
keys raised in the open during the 
summer cannot stand close confine- 
ment during the fattening period and 
should therefore not be confined to 
pens, Confinement often results in the 
birds going off their feed and develop- 
ing digestive troubles, sometimes in 
death. The proper time to com- 
mence fattening is four weeks before 
they are wanted for table use, which 
is usually in November and December 
The young birds should be started 
feeding gradually. The feed should be 
composed of both mashes and whole 
grain, the mashes in the morning and 
at mid-day, and the whole grain at 
night. The mash is made up of equal 
parts of ground oats, barley meal 
corn meal and wheat bran, and shou!d 
be fed in a moist condition from clean 
V-shaped troughs. Whole corn is the 
best grain for fattening purposes and 
should be used for the evening meal 
Never give more than they will read- 
ily eat. Turkeys thrive best in the 
open and even in the fattening pericd 
should be allowed to roost outside 
with protection, of course, from cold 
winds and rain,

Holland Builds Largest t Lock? 


Third Longer and Half as Wide 

Again As Panama Canal Locks 

The most important of the numer- 
ous canals in Holland is that which 
since 1876 has connected Amsterdam, 
Holland's second seaport with the 
ocean. With the gradual increase in 
the size of the ocean-going vessels, 
says the Netherlands News Bureau, 
this canal had to be widened and 
deepened until at present it belongs, 
according to its dimensions, to the 
same class of large, internationally 
known artificial waterways as the 
Panama and Suez Canals, The North 
Sea canal has only one set of locks. 
These separate the turbulent waters 
of the North Sea from the calm, un- 
ruffled surface of the waterway and 
the many neighboring smaller canals 
and ditches. The locks are located at 
the coa=t near the town of Ijmulden, 
one of the important fishing centers 
of Holland. 

As the canal has grown, so have 
the locks. Those in use at the pres- 
ent time admit ships of about 20,- 
000 registered tons to enter the 
canal and thus reach Amsterdam. 
The ever increasing tonnage, 
especially of the modern liners, made 
imperative the construction-of new 
locks which would be able to accom- 
modate ocean vessels of any size. 
The locks have been under construc- 
tion for a number of years and are 
expected to be ready early in Sep- 
tember. 

They will be the largest locks in 
the world; in length they exceed the 
locks of the Panama Canal by one- 
third, in width by one half. The 
largest ships afloat, the Leviathhan 
and the Majestic, will be able to 
without any dif- 
ficulty. The preliminary depth of 
thirty-eight feet will give to the 
canal a profile with an area of about 
14,000 square feet. This is more 
than the Suez Canal and a little less 
than the Panama Canal. 

The gates weigh nearly 1,200 tons 
each. They are opened by rolling 
them back into recesses of exactly 
their size in the north wall. As no 
dry dock is available in the neigh- 
borhood which could accommodate 
the gates in case of necessary re- 
pairs the recesses had to be fixed 
up as dry docks, There are two gates 
in the western end of the lock cham- 
ber, one of which can be used as a 


| reserve lock to replace either of the 


other two. The lock chamber can be 
filled in less than seven minutes.
